U, S. Army doctors said a 
type of malaria known as fal­ 
ciparum has reached epidemic 
proportions in some North Viet­ 
namese and Viet Cong units and 
has “ seriously Impaired their 
combat effectiveness." 
Despite the sputtering of the 
Viet Cong offensive, now in its 
47th day, a spokesman for the

IN NIXON POLICY SPEECH 
Hand O f Friendship Extended 


Washington (a p) — presi* 
dent Nixon said today the West­ 
ern allies stand ready—“ as 
conditions change"—to turn the 
“ fist»' of defense “ into a hand 
of friendship" toward the Sov* 
iets and their allies. 
At the same time Nixon, in a 
policy speech for the 20th anni­ 
versary conference of North At­ 
lantic Treaty Organization min­ 
isters offered a three-point plan 
for tightening political coordin­ 
ation among the 15 NATO na­ 
tions. 
He proposed: 
— Periodic meetings of NATO 
deputy foreign ministers “ for a 
high-level 
review of major, 
long-range problems before the 
alliance.** 


■Creation of a special politi­ 
cal planning group to “ address 
itself specifically and continual* 
ly to the longer.range problems 
we face.*» 
— Formation of “ a committee 
on the challenges of modern so­ 
ciety. . . to explore ways in 
which the experience and the 
resources of the Western na­ 
tions could most effectively be 
marshalled toward improving 
the quality of life of our peo­ 
ples." 
In this connection, Nixon said 
the Western alliance as it enters 
its third decade needs not only a 
strong military defense but also 
“ a more profound political di­ 
mension to shape a strategy of 
peace*' and a '‘social dimeiw 


sion" in which the allies would 
pool their skills to meet social 
problems. 
The formal anniversary cere­ 
mony was held in the same Con­ 
stitution Avenue hall where the 
alliance 
against 
the 
Soviet 
threat was created in the Cold 
War days after World War II. 
Now the foreign ministers are 
weighing what might be done to 
improve 
East-West relations 
and what response might be 
made to the Warsaw Pact's 
call last month for an East- 
West conference on European 
security. 
Nixon did not refer directly to 
the proposal issued by the Com­ 
munist counterpart of NATO in 
a Budapest communique March 


17. But he recalled the late 
President Dwight D. Eisenhow­ 
er had spoken of need for unity 
in addressing the NATO minis­ 
terial group 10 years ago. 


Eisenhower had noted the re is 
not much strength in one finger 
of a hand but “when five fingers 
are balled into a fist, you have a 
very considerable instrument of 
defense," Nixon recalled.

A Real Improvement 


"You can't stop progress," someone is almost sure to remark 


every time some new development is proposed, even though 
some of the proposals are likely to provoke the question: "Just 
what marks this as progress?" Bat one program that is being 
carried on all over the state these days will be termed real 
progress by almost everyone. That is placing telephone, T.V., 
and power lines underground. 


Two districts for undergrounding have been formed in Red 


Biu!f, and one is being considered in Corning under a program 
by which the utilities put up money each year for such work, 
the home owners paying only for making the necessary changes 
on their property. Work is already in progress in the Red Bluff 
district on South Main St. in the vicinity of the Chamber of 
Commerce office. The other is in the Antelope area. Work 
there won't start before next year. The Corning program is 
expected to take a couple of years to get under way. 


Pacific Gas and Electric Company this year has budgeted 


$8.5 million for converting existing overhead lines to under, 
ground. Last year $8 million was budgeted. Last year PG&E 
arranged with subdividers for installation underground of new 
electric facilities to serve about 85 per cent of the new single 
family homes and about 90 per cent of the new nrJlti-dwelling 
units scheduled for construction in the company's service area. 


The whole problem involved in burying electric power lines 


is cost. The techniques and technicalities are complex and 
great, even when explained by an authority such as Thomas A. 
Bettersworth, for ten years PG&E's chief electric distribution 
engineer. As Bettersworth points out, underground power lines 
are almost as old as the electric industry, but thy have been 
rarely used except in the business centers of cities. Congested 
conditions, high load density and high requirements for reliability 
make undergrooming both necessary and economically feasible. 


It has only been in the last decade, however, that new materials, 


new techniques have brought costs down to a point where the 
average consumer can afford *he aesthetic and other advantages 
of undergrounding. PG&E hopes to reduce costs still further, 
and to extend the service as much as possible. 


That is good to hear. Pacific Telephone has already placed 


a lot of its lines underground. The day may not be far distant 
when most of our residential areas and—we hope—«cenic areas 
in our countryside will be free of the often ugly tangle of poles, 
crossarms and wires. And in the meantime there has been a 
lot of improvement in the appearance of newly installed overhead 
wiring in residential areas. That, we repeat, is real progress.

WASHINGTON — Two of the 
most interesting figures in Eur- 
ope are in Washington this week 
for 
the 20th anniversary of 


NATO— Foreign Minister Pie- 
tro Nenni of Italy and Foreign 
Minister Willy Brandt of West 
Germany. They represent a new 
and important change which is 
taking place in Western Europe 
— a trend toward cooperation 
with the Warsaw Pact countries 
of the Communist world. 


Pietro is an old line Italian 


socialist who once denounced 
NATO, the organization whose 
birthday he is now celebrating. 
He also lined up his Socialist 
party with the Communists in 
opposition 
to the 
Christian 


Democratic party which has 
governed Italy since World War 
n. 
But when the Red Army in- 
vaded Hungary in 1956, he broke 
with the Communists, sent his 
Lenin Medal back to Moscow 
and has been a supporter of 
NATO ever since. Today he is 
at .mportant part of the center - 
leit coalition of ChristianDem- 
ocrats, 
Socialist and Social 


Democrats which govern Italy. 
Willy Brandt, a long time So- 
cial Democratic, had a coura- 
geous career as mayor of Berlin 
and campaigned just as hard 
against the Christian Demo- 
crats of Italy. He was bitterly 
denounced by the late Chan- 
cellor Adenauer. 
Today, however, 
Brandt is 


working 
with 
the Christian 


Democrats as foreign mini- 
ster in a coalition government 
which 
is 
also center-left. 


Brandt 
was 
never 
against 


NATO, as Nenni was. He was 
always been a staunch friend of 
the United States. But both are 
privately critical of the war in 
Vietnam, and last week after the 
Eisenhower funeral when Pres- 
ident Nixon received Chancellor 
Kurt Kiesslnger, Premier Mar- 
iano Rumor and other leaders, 
some were frank in telling him 
that if he resumed bombing of 
North Vietnam there would be 
civil 
war in their countries. 


No pro-American government, 
they said,..would be able to stay 
in office. 
President Nixon assured them 


that there would be no escala- 
tion of the war. This undoubt- 
edly was the most important 
development to corne from the 
post-funeral conferences. 
Foreign Minister Nenni, now 
78 and the elder statesman of 
those who gather for the NATO 
anniversary, is expected to take 
the lead in proposing that the 
NATO countries consider care- 
fully the invitation of the Com- 
munist countries which met In 
Hungary. It proposed that the 
Warsaw and NATO countries 
cooperate for arms reduction 
and better understanding. 
While the proposal was prob- 
ably 
aimed 
at undercutting 


NATO, Nenni is reported to be- 
lieve that no proposal for better 
understanding can be turned 
down, Furthermore, many feel 
that NATO, originally inspired 
by fear of the Red Army, is now 
justified in continuing for the 
purpose of cooperation. That 
is the direction which the NATO 
foreign ministers meeting may 
take this week.

THE MESS ON BROADWAY 


It wasn't hard to predict (I 


did so at the time in as many 
words) that when the Supreme 
Court ruled that the states could 
not suppress reading matter or 
by extension movies provided 
that they included something of 
social interest, that that was the 
end of anti-obscenity legisla- 
tion, notwithstanding the Su- 
preme Court's reassurances to 
the contrary. 


New York being a vigorous 
city, 
full of 
entrepenearial 


verve, it is not surprising that 
it has emerged, in the few years 
since the Court's decision, as 
the metropolitan center of por- 
nography. It had, to be sure, a 
long underground apprentice- 
ship. A witticism of John Lind- 
say Is recorded that when he 
was the Congressman for Man- 
hattan and voted on a single 
day against a subversive con- 
trol bill and against an obscen- 
ity control bill, that he com - 
men ted to an aide thatCongress 
was trying to crack down on his 
constituency's two major pro- 
ducts. 


Now the social-interest bit is 
intellectually confusing. In the 
first place, anybody can insert 
Social Interest into a sex book 
or a sex film in about, oh, ten 
minutes. In the second place, 
the term "sosial interest" is 
itself meaningless. Wli> is it 
not of social interest to read 
atou". the sexual affairs of Mr. 
Satyriasis and Madame Nym- 
phomanical? Certainly Freud 
would have found it socially in- 
teresting, inasmuch as sexual 
relations lead to psychological 
Insights 
which are of social 


Interest. In other words the Su- 
premo 
Court 
acted either 


thoughtlessly or disingenously; 
thoughtlessly if it really thought 
that fine lines wouldensusfrom 
its decision; disingenuously if it 
pretended to salvage anti-ob- 
scenity legislation but actually 
foresaw that within a few years 
people 
would be lining the 


streets outside theaters in New 
York to see copulating couples 
on-screen. 


The interesting questions at 


this point are the responses 


of the community. It is pro- 
bably fair to say that much of 
the community is outraged. But 
my notion is that the Supreme 
Court and the Congress nave 
trained us well to accept rul- 
ings by the Supreme Court as 
Irreversible. Four years ago 
the Supreme Court ruled that we 
could not recite a common pray- 
er in the public schools, not 
even one which the community's 
priests, ministers and rabbis 
approved of. On that occasion, 
49 out of 50 governors of our 
States came oa: for a consti- 
tutional amendment, and see 
what happened. As much is like- 
ly to happen in the drive to con- 
trol obscenity. 


What is most discouraging is 


the level of analysis. The in- 
comparable Mr. Art Buchwald 
was on television the other night 
and professed his utter uncon- 
cern with the subject. His point 
was that love is a parfectly 
wholesome thing, by contrast 
with, for instance, violence. 
Rather, he said, the sex act 
on-screen, 
than 
somebody 


sticking a knife into somebody. 
Now the trouble with analysis 
carried on at that level is that 
It takes us away, not towards, 
an understanding of the issues. 


To dispose of the analogy, it 


does not follow from ths whole- 
someness of anything, that it is 
appropriate to conduct said any- 
thing on a public stage. The 
tradition of "clothing our nak- 
edness," as the Bible puts it, 
is not to be confused with the 
Manichaeaa tradition of loath- 
ing one's body or despising na- 
Ing one's body or despising 
natural bodily acts. Such vio- 
lence as we see on stage is 
feigned, and reminds the viewer 
of an unenviable aspect of the

Understanding Adolescents 


Dr. Colenum 


AT THE beginning of the 


year I wrote in a column that 
one of the great specialties m 
medicine is the art of being a 
family physician. I pointed out 
that I have never ceased to 
wonder how the general fam- 
ily physician can accumulate 
so much knowledge and dis- 


pense it with 
a c c u r a c y , 
warmth, a n d 
g o o d j u d g - 
ment. A few 
days ago the 
family doctor 
w a s elevated 
to the rank of 
specialist in a 
ruling by the 
A m e r i c a n 
Medical Asso- 
ciation. 


Now I am about to make 


the humble suggestion that 
there is need for another spe- 
cialty, namely, one that is de- 
voted to the physical, the emo- 
tional and social problems of 
the adolescent. Too often child- 
ren between the ages of 12 
and 17 are in limbo, an inde- 
finable age group with special 
needs. They seem to have 
graduated from the pediatric 
group and have not yet at- 
tained the full physical growth 
of the mature adult. 


The adolescents are in con- 


flict and in physical and emo- 
tional 
rebellion, 
and 
need 


greater understanding of their 
confusion, their 
restlessness, 


their fears, and their goals. 


These yoi ngsters have been 


bombarded b/ much bad, and 
often unfair, publicity that in- 
terferes with their growth into 
maturity. Their clothes, their 
hair, their attituc'e i are at- 
tacked without rea: apprecia- 
tion of the difficulties they 
are encountering' in the grow- 
ing up process. 


They are not the totally 


carefree, irresponsible young- 
sters who fit into their false 
portrait of nonchalance and 
defiance. One adolescent said 
to me with remarkable mature 


wisdom, "I don't seem to be- 
long anywhere. I am too bip 
to be a boy, and I am too 
afraid to be a man." This may 
give adults an insight into part 
of the conflict of the growing 
young adult. Many seem to 
have adult bodies, but are con- 
trolled by immature emotion^ 
and are 
still dependent on 


their parents and may be beg- 
ging for understanding. 


When their medical proU- 


lems are discussed by a doc- 
tor with a keen interest in 
adolescence, there is an oppor- 
tunity to offer social direction 
and teaching about the burst- 
ing .sexuality of the young. 
Physicians who specialize in 
adolescents are so much bet- 
ter equipped to handle these 
delicate problems than parents 
who so often are embarrassed 
by the confrontation. 


There is now need for all of 


us to try to understand the 
confusion of the adolescents, 
their dress, their new beat mu- 
sic, and their lack of confor- 
mity. Only, such a pattern of 
communication can help them 
emerge into dignified adult- 
hood. We cannot point with 
baseless pride to our own ado- 
lescence and say. "We weren't 
like that in my time." I am 
not quite sure that the total 
emotional inheritance we give 
our children is worthy of that 
much pride. The adolescent 
must not be challenged by our 
own prejudices and unrealistic 
demands. They deserve our in- 
tense help.

Two districts for under grounding have bean formed in Rad 
Biuff, and one la being considerad in Corning under a program 
by which the utilities put up money each year for such work, 
the home owners paying only for making the necessary ciianges 
an their property. Work Is already in progress in the Hed Bluff 
district on South Main St. In the vicinity of the Chamber of 
Commerce office. Tha other la In the Antelope srea. Work 
there won't start before next year. The Corning program Is 
expected to take a couple of years to get under way. 


Pacific Gas and Electric Company this year has budgeted 
$8.5 million for converting existing overlie ad Unes to under* 
ground. Last year $8 million was budgeted. List year PGltE 
arranged with subdividers for installation underground of new 
electric facilities to serve about 85 per cent of the ne* single 
family homes and about 90 per cent of the new m iltwiwellmg 
units scheduled for construction In the company's service area. 


The whole problem Involved in burying electric power lines 
is cost. The techniques and technicalities are complex and 
great, even when explained by an authority such as Thomas A. 
Bettersworth, for ten years PGAE's chief electric distribution 
engineer. As Bettersworth points out, underground power lines 
are almost as old as the electric Industry, but thy have been 
rarely used except In the business centers of ciUes. Congested 
conditions, high load density and high requirements for reliability 
make under groom ing both necessary and economically feasible. 


, 
It has only been In the last decade, however, that new materials, 
new techniques have brought costs down to a point where the 
average consumer can afford the aesthetic and other advantages 
of undergrounding. PG4E hopes to reduce costs still further, 
and to extend the service as much as possible. 


That is good to hear. Pacific Telephone has already placed 
a lot of its lines underground. The day may not be far distant 
when most of our residential areas and—we hope—«ceníc areas 
in our countryside will be free of the often ugly tangle of poles, 
crossarm s and wires. And in the meantime there has been a 
lot of improvement in the appearance of newly installed overhead 
wiring in residential areas. That, we repeat, is real progress.

On this date: 
In 1790, Congress passed the 
nation's first patent law. 
In 1829, the English religious 
leader who founded the Salva­ 
tion Army, William Booth, was 
born. 
In 1847, the American jour* 
nalist who established the Pulit­ 
zer prize, Joseph Pulitzer, was 
born. 
In 1849, Walter Hunt of New 
York City received a patent for 


his invention of the safety pin. 
In 1932, in a runoff election 
for the 
German presidency, 
Paul von Hindenburg defeated 
Adolf Hitler. 
In 1945, the Nazi concentra­ 
tion camp at Buchenwald, near 
Weimer, Germany, was libera­ 
ted by American soldiers. 
Ten years ago—Crown Prince 
Akihito of Japan married a 
commoner in the first wedding 
of a Japanese prince to a com­ 
moner in the 2,600-year history 
of the Japanese throne. 
Five years ago—The United 
States restricted the Soviet Un­ 
ion's military attaches to the 
Washington area in retaliation 
for a travel ban on four U.S. 
Embassy attaches in Moscow. 
One year ago—Gen. Creighton 
Abrams was named as the new 
commander of American forces 
in South Vietnam, succeeding 
Gen. W illiam Westmoreland. 


WASHINGTON - Two o t the 
most Interesting figure* in Eur­ 
ope are In W a>htngton this week 
for the 2oth anniversary of 
NATO— Foreign Minister Pie­ 
tro Nenni of Italy and Foreign 
Minister Willy Brandt of West 
Germany. They represent a new 
and Important change which Is 
taking place In Western Europe 
— a trend toward cooperation 
with the Warsaw Pact countries 
of the Communist world. 
Pietro Is an old line Italian 
socialist who once denounced 
NATO, the organisation whose 
birthday he is now celebrating. 
He also lined up hla Socialist 
party with the Communists In 
o|>pusition 
to the 
Christian 
Democratic party which has 
governed Italy since World War 
n. 
But when the Red Army In­ 
vaded Hungary in 1956, he broke 
with the Communists, sent his 
Lenin Medal hack to Moscow 
and has been a supporter of 
NATO ever since. Today he is 
ai m port ant part of the center- 
leu coalition of Christian Dem­ 
ocrats, 
Socialist and 
Social 
Democrats which govern Italy. 
W illy Brandt, a long time So­ 
cial Democratic, had a coura­ 
geous career as mayor of Berlin 
and campaigned just as hard 
against 
the Christian Demo­ 
crats of Italy. He was bitterly 
denounced by the late Chan­ 
cellor Adenauer. 
Today, however, 
Brandt Is 
working 
with 
the Christian 
Democrats 
as 
foreign mini­ 
ster In a coalition government 
which 
is 
also center-left. 
Brandt 
was 
never 
against 
NATO, 
as Nenni was. He was 
always been a staunch friend of 
the United States. But both are 
privately critical of the war In 
Vietnam, and last week after the 
Elsenhower funeral when Pres­ 
ident Nixon received Chancellor 
Kurt Kiesslnger, Prem ier Mar­ 
iano Rumor and other leaders, 
some were frank In telling him 
that If he resumed bombing of 
North Vietnam there would be 
civil 
war in their countries. 
No pro-American government, 
they said,.would he able to stay 
in office. 
President Nixon assured them 
that there would be no escala­ 
tion of the war. This undoubt­ 
edly was the most important 
development to come from the 
post-funeral conferences. 
Foreign Minister Nenni, now 
78 and the elder statesman of 
those who gather for the NATO 
anniversary, is expected to take 
the lead in proposing that the 
NATO countries consider care­ 
fully the invitation of the Com­ 
munist countries which met in 
Hungary. It proposed that the 
Warsaw and NATO countries 
cooperate for arms reduction 
and better understanding. 
While the proposal was prob­ 
ably 
aimed 
at undercutting 
NATO, Nenni is reported to be­ 
lieve that no proposal for better 
understanding can be turned 
down, Furthermore, many feel 
that NATO, originally inspired 
by fear of the Red Army, is now 
justified in continuing for the 
purpose of cooperation. That 
is the direction which the NATO 
foreign ministers meeting may 
take this week.

THE MESS ON BROADWAY 
It wasn't hard to predict (I 
did so at the tims in as many 
words) that when the Supreme 
Court ruled that the statescould 
not suppress reading matter or 
by extension movies provided 
that they included something of 
social Interest, that that was the 
end of anti-obscenity legisla­ 
tion, notwithstanding the Su­ 
premo Court's reassurances tu 
the contrary. 
New York being a vigorous 
city, 
full of 
entrepeneurial 
verve, It Is not surprising that 
it has emerged, in the few years 
since the Court's decision, as 
the metropolitan center of por­ 
nography. It had, to be sure, a 
long underground apprentice­ 
ship. A witticism of John Lind­ 
say Is recorded that when he 
was the Congressman for Man­ 
hattan and voted on a single 
day against a subversive con­ 
trol bill and against an obscen­ 
ity control bill, that he com - 
mented to an aide that Congress 
was trying to crack down on his 
constituency's two major pro­ 
ducts. 
Now the social-interest bit is 
intellectually confusing. In the 
first place, anybody can insert 
Social Interest into a sex book 
o r a sex film in about, oh, ten 
minutes. In the second place, 
the term "social interest" is 
itself meaningless. Wh* is it 
not of social interest to read 
abou1 the sexual affairs of Mr. 
Satyriasis and Madame Nym- 
phomanical? Certainly Freud 
would have found it socially in­ 
teresting, Inasmuch as sexual 
relations lead to psychological 
Insights which are of social 
Interest. In other words the Su­ 
premo 
Court 
acted either 
thoughtlessly or disingenously; 
thoughtlessly if it really thought 
that fine lines would ensue from 
its decision; disingenuously If it 
pretended to salvage anti-ob­ 
scenity legislation but actually 
foresaw that within a few years 
people 
would 
be 
lining the 
streets outside theaters in New 
York to see copulating couples 
on-screen. 
The Interesting qiastions at 
this point are the responses 


of the community. It is pro­ 
bably fair to say that much of 
the community is outraged. But 
my notion is that the Supreme 
Court and the Congress nave 
trained us well to accept rul­ 
ings by the Supreme Court as 
Irreversible. Four years ago 
the Supreme Court ruled that we 
could not recite a common pray, 
er in the public schools, not 
even one which the community's 
priests, ministers and rabbis 
approved of. On that occasion, 
49 out of 50 governors of our 
States came ouv for a consti­ 
tutional amendment, and see 
what happened. As in rch is like­ 
ly to happen in the drive to con­ 
trol obscenity. 
What Is most discouraging is 
the level of analysis. The In­ 
comparable Mr. Art Buchwald 
was on television the other night 
and professed his utter uncon­ 
cern with the subject. His pomt 
was that love is a perfectly 
wholesome tiling, by contrast 
with, 
for instance, violence. 
Rather, he said, the sex act 
on-screen, 
than 
somebody 
sticking a knife into somebody. 
Now the trouble with analysis 
carried on at that level is that 
It takes us away, not towards, 
an understanding of the issues. 


To dispose of the analogy, it 
does not follow fro.n the whole­ 
someness of anything, that it is 
appropriate to conduct said any - 
thing on a public stage. The 
tradition of "clothing our nak­ 
edness," as the Bible puts it, 
is not to be confused with the 
Manichaean tradition of loath­ 
ing one's body or despising na- 
ing one's 
body or despising 
natural bodily acts. Such vio­ 
lence as we see on stage is 
feigned, and reminds the viewer 
of an unenviable aspect of the 


human condition. If all viewers 
were 
sado-masochists, 
the 
same objections that nowadays 
apply to promiscuous sexual en­ 
counters on-stage 
might be 
plausibly raised. But the pur­ 
pose of the kind of theater we 
are here referring to is not 
to edify, or to instruct, or to 
ennoble: but, at the expense of 
the players, to slake—or sti­ 
mulate—the public lust. And it 
is as much a community de­ 
cision whether this is desir­ 
able as it is a community de­ 
cision whether there should be 
public brothels. 
The reason why it is especial­ 
ly Important to elevate the level 
of public discussion on the mat­ 
ter Is precisely that the leg­ 
islatures and courts are unlike­ 
ly to overcome the institutional 
Inertia. There is something to 
be said, as Professor Ernest 
van den Haag has written, for 
underground proaography. But 
the operative word is under­ 
ground, and that is where, if 
the critics would concert to dis- 
tingush between art and obs­ 
cenity, It could even now be 
relegated by public pressure.

They are not the totally 
carefree, irresponsible young­ 
sters who fit into their false 
portrait of nonchalance and 
defiance One adolescent said 
to me with remarkable m ature 


wisdom. “I don’t seem to be­ 
long anywhere. I am too big 
to be a boy, and I am too 
afraid to be a m an." This m ay 
give adults an insight into p art 
of the conflict of the growing 
young adult. M any seem to 
have adult bodies, but are con­ 
trolled by im m ature em otions 
and 
are 
still 
dependent on 
their parents and m ay be beg­ 
ging for understanding. 
W hen their m edical prob­ 
lem s are discussed by a doc­ 
to r w ith n keen interest in 
adolescence, there is an oppor­ 
tunity to offer social direction 
and teaching about the b u rst­ 
ing sexuality of the young. 
Physicians who specialize in 
adolescents are so much b et­ 
te r equipped to handle these 
delicate problem s than parents 
who so often are em barrassed 
by the confrontation. 
There is now need for all of 
us to try to understand the 
confusion of the adolescents, 
their dress, th eir new beat m u­ 
sic, and their lack of confor­ 
m ity. Only, such a p attern of 
com m unication can help them 
em erge into dignified ad u lt­ 
hood. We cannot point w ith 
baseless pride to our own ado­ 
lescence and say’, "W e w eren’t 
like th at in m y tim e.” I am 
not quite sure th a t the total 
em otional inheritance we give

$848,087 Recovery 
By State Audit 


SACRAMENTO (AP)- Shasta 
County has "recovered" '$848,- 
087 in taxable property which is 
part of the nearly $22 million 
recovered in property for tax- 
ation in fiscal 1967-68. There 
•were cooperative audits with the 
State Board of Equalization. 
The audits were requested by 
the assessors. 


Member Paul Leake said the 
"total estimated taxes based on 
this property which escaped 
assessment during the last fis- 
cal year will be about $459,- 
000." 
The 155 audits, primarily of 
California firms with headquar- 
ters elsewhere, were made by 
board auditors across the na- 
tion at a cost to the counties

The California Fish and Game Commission was presented 


with recommendations for the 1939-70 hunting season in Los 
Angeles last Tuesday and those concerning the deer season will 
undoubtably cause considerable comment locally. 


Recommendations from the State Fish and Game Department 


were as follows. Early season Aug. 2, to Sept. 21, limit two bucks 
forked horn or better; late season Sept. 20, to Nov. 9, limit one 
buck forked horn or better; northwestern season, Sept. 20, 
to Nov. 9, limit two bucks forked horn or better; northeastern 
season Sept. 20, to Oct. 1 9, limit one buck with antlers of three 
points or more. 


Making up the northeastern area are the counties of Modoc, 


most of Lassen and eastern Shasta and Siskiyou.The northwest- 
ern area includes Del Norte, most of Humboldt, western Siskl- 
you, Shasta, Tehama, Glenn and Trinity counties. As usual the 
limit would be one frack forked horn or better in those portions 
of Shasta, Tehama, Lassea, Butte and Plumas counties lying 
southerly of State Highway 44 and east of U.S. 99 and 99-W. 


The season for Tehama County endad the first weekend in 


November last year giving the buck hunter six weeks and seven 
weekends. H the commission accepts the department's recom- 
mendation for this year there would be seven weeks and eight 
weekends. 


Announcement of the commission's proposed regulations will 


take place at a meeting in Redding April 25, with adoption to take 
place In a Sacramento meeting May 23. 


Being in favor of the extended season I would suggest all 


those agreeing make their feelings known to the commission at 
both meetings as the opposition is already mustering its forces. 


The usual cries that the deer herd will be wiped out due to the 


bucks being In rut and that the deer are disappearing will be 
heard. 


My experience o nr the years has been that only a very small 


portion of the bucks come into rut before late November. For 
those who state they just don't see the deer in the old hunting 
place anymore, we suggest they consider changes In feed condi- 
tions and hunting pressures like the deer have, and try a new spot. 
California has more deer today than ever. 


The extended season will give the hunter better odds on weather 


conditions as most of the storms fail to hit until late October. 
On the east, the migration normally doesn't take place until late 
in October unless storms do occur. Normally it will take the deer 
tnre* to five days to reach the 1,000 foot elevation while during 
_ itorm I h»v» seen them make it in two to three days.

The California Fish and Gamo Commission was presented 
with recommendations for the 1939-70 hunting season in Los 
Angeles last Tuesday and those concerning the deer season will 
undoubtably cause considerable comment locally. 
Recommendations from the State Fish and Game Department 
w ere as follows. Early season Aug. 2, to Sept. 21, lim it two bucks 
forked horn or better; late season Sept. 20, to Nov. 9, lim it one 
buck forked horn or better; northwestern season, Sept. 20, 
to Nov. 9, limit two bucks forked horn or better; northeastern 
season Sept. 20, to Oct. 19, limit one buck with antlers of three 
points or more. 
Making up the northeastern area are the counties of Modoc, 
m ost of Lassen and eastern Shasta and Siskiyou.The northwest­ 
ern area Includes Del Norte, most of Humboldt, western Siski­ 
you, Shasta, Tehama, Glenn and Trinity counties. As usual the 
lim it would be one buck forked horn or better in those portions 
of Shasta, Tehama, Lassen, Butte and Plum as counties lying 
southerly of State Highway 44 and east of U.S. 99 and 99-W. 
The season for Tehama County ended the first weekend in 
November last year giving the buck hunter six weeks and seven 
weekends. If the commission accepts toe departm ent's recom ­ 
mendation for this year there would be seven weeks and eight 
weekends. 
Announcement of the commission's proposed regulations will 
take place at a meeting in Redding April 23, with adoption to take 
place In a Sacramento meeting May 23. 
Being in favor of the extended season I would suggest all 
those agreeing make their feelings known to the commission at 
both meetings as the opposition is already mustering its forces. 
The usual cries that the deer herd will be wiped out due to the 
bucks being in rut and that the deer are disappearing will be 
heard. 
My experience over the years has been that only a very small 
portion of the buclts come into rut before late November. For 
those who state they just don't see the deer in the old hunting 
place anymore, we suggest they consider changes in feed condi­ 
tions a n d hunting pressu res like the deer have, and try a new spot. 
C alifornia nas more deer today than ever. 
The extended season will give the hunter better odds on weather 
c o n d itio n s as most of the storm s fail to hit until late October. 
On the east, the migration normally doesn't take place until late 
tn October unless storm s do occur. Normally It will take the deer 
three to five days to reach the 1,03»} toot elevation while during 
a sto r m I have seen them make it In two to three days. 
A lot is going lobe heard from both sides and I will have more 
iatorm attoo as the meeting tim es come closer.
